His learning was however crude and ill-assorted: although very extensive and de- 
rived from multifarious sour ces, it was not subjected to any critical analysis, and the 
result is, as might be expected, in pitiable contrast with the scientific labours of the 
present day. 

The demand for Higgins’ Anacalypsis is immeasurably in excess of the supply. 
It is curious to observe with how much eagerness the inquisitive readers of Great 
Britain and the United States rush to this {common fount to slake their burning 
thirst for information concerning the origin of Religions.

The engravings were 
beautifully done from existing objects of ancient Christian Art,—not in a mere hired 
engrayer’s style, but as a labour of love by the accomplished artist-monk, Raphael 
Sadeler, the friend of the author.

It shews 
how, towards the end of the thirteenth century, the house of Loretto, the very same 
structure in which the Blessed Virgin had received, the Angelical Visitation, was 
conveyed by angels across the sea and land from Palestine to Italy.

His 
opinion of the Millenium was so strangely opposed to the Catholic faith, that he 
never could receive permission to have his work printed ; a few MS. copies got into 
surreptitious circulation on the two continents, and aroused the strongest interest and 
curiosity. Notwithstanding the interdict laid upon it by the authorities in America 
af as well as in Spain, and even against the author’s own desire, copies were printed by 
stealth, but all incorrect and imperfect, until the publication of the London edition of 

1826, which is the most complete.

I. Ixiv.) notices that the fine large wood- 
cut of God the Father, crowned with a papal tiara, and surrounded by the apostolical 
symbols, on the second vellum leaf of the Canon, “is arare picture, and seldom found 
in printed Missals.” The same accomplished eritic, in his work on Ancient Liturgies

years the demand for them has increased tenfold, and their price, always great, has 
naturally increased with the demand, so as to put them, when they do occur, beyond 
the reach of men who are nevertheless the most anxious to obtain them.”

In the reprint which was made after the Restoration, the Bishop enlarges 
piously on the dreadful affairs of recent times, and the wicked overthrow of lofty 
heads “that had shone as stars above the church,” and drops the illustrious Pr otec- 
tor entirely, except by a kind of innuendo drawn from his sense of shame ;—that is, 
in giving the names of his patrons, he mentions all “ preter eos quorum favore char- 
tam a vectigalibus immunem habuimus.”’

the Franciscan order, with the assistance of two scions of royalty in Anahuac, one 
the son of Montezuma, the other the son of the Prince of Tezcuco—and purports 
to be a “ postilla’”’ on the Gospels and Epistles. Sahagun arrived at Mexico in the 
year 1529, and lived and laboured with great success in that country for fully sixty 
years. Of his many works in and on the Nahuatl language, the above is the only 
one which has been saved from perdition. Mr. Biondelli has accompanied Sahagun’s 
text by a Latin version, has added a copious Vocabulary, Nahuatl and Latin, and 
by his introductory observations, has thrown considerable light not alone upon the 

Nahuatl language, its affinity to other families of language, its grammatical peculi- 

arities, but also upon the traditions, institutions, and monuments of the Aztecs— 

thus forming a complete treasury of everything appertaining tothe ancient Mexicans.
